REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. — 


The board organized by choosing D. C. Bragdon chairman and 
treasurer, L. W. Felt secretary, and E. C. Wheeler superintendent 
of schools. At the beginning of the school year many inquiries 
were made by the committee, and much time spent in selecting 
teachers whose qualifications argued well for the instruction of 
those placed under their care. As we sum up the year’s work, we 
decide that some of the schools have been of unusual excellence, 
and a few somewhat unsatisfactory. Visits to each school during 
the two terms found the teachers earnest in their work, and wil- 
ling to receive suggestions of improvement, though in all cases 
these were not followed with sufficient energy to effect the change 
desired. Attention was early called to the little interest shown 
by pupils in reading, and to the desirableness of securing a natu- 
ral expression and clear utterance in this exercise. The introduc- 
tion of new text books proved helpful. An extensive but judi- 
cious use of new reading matter will give better results, we think, 
than the study of a few pieces. The question, ‘‘What methods 
shall we employ to amend the spelling in our schools,” was an- 
swered by the teacher of No. 5, during the winter term, and her 
attention to this branch and the success of her work, gratified us 
much. 


We unite with the board of last year in condemning the custom 
of publicly criticising each teacher and virtually comparing one 
with another. To us it is both unkind and unnecessary. An ex- 
amination of the reports of other towns also shows that such re-. 


marks are becoming unpopular.
